T  is  never  a  simple  matter  to  draw  up  a  list  of  trees  as  dis- 


JL  tinct  from  shrubs.  Dogwoods  and  Hawthorns  are  often 
thought  of  as  shrubs.  The  Weeping  Mulberry  is  a  tree  in 
fact,  but  has  only  the  value  of  a  shrub  in  landscape  effect.  The 
reader  is  therefore  urged  to  have  both  lists  in  mind  when 
searching  for  a  plant  of  doubtful  classification. 

There  would  seem  to  be  little  merit  in  listing  all  trees  here, 
as  many  are  seldom  needed.  Should  something  be  especially 
wanted,  consult  the  index  in  the  rear,  or  write  in  to  the  office. 

All  our  trees  are  particularly  well  grown  to  have  them 
clean  and  straight,  and  well  rooted.  It  never  pays  to  handle 
inferior  trees.
